My. Leune Noax Pun. in proposing the 
toust of “Prosperity to Queensland “ coupled 
with it the name of the Premier. the Hon. 
Arthur Morgan, and said that whereas Australia 
was very, very young country. China 
was old, old, old. Chinese” civilisation, «in 
fact, went back to u time when Australia was 
joined to the mainland of Asiu; it then being 
barren and covered with salt lakes—not a place 
for the lowest human life to exist. He revered 
his Emperor and loved his country as greatly 
as Australia loved its mother, England. The 
mandarins of Queenslund were doing a wixe 
thing-in sonding an envoy to speak on friendly 
terms to the Chinese merchants. 

Mr. A.A. H. Boreuto in responding said 
there was a great future before Queensland 
if its people only followed their Trade 
Commissioner's advice aud suggestions, and were 
cavoful not ‘to despise anything as being too 
trifling or troublesome. His extensive business 
connections had brought him into contact 
commercially with many Australiuns, and he 
thought he might safely say that he was ex- 
pressing. tho general opinion of Honjgkong 
merchants when he said that the probity and 
straightforward business methods of Australian 
commercial men were a distinguishing fvature.

and for gold in purticular. ‘To a large oxtent 
this matter is in the hands of the Finance 
Minister, who seoms to lack that firmness and 
acumen which stood his predecessor in such 
rrood stead, " 

For severa) years past foreign eapital has 
waterially coutribuled to keep down the rate 
of discount. the Russian money market exhihit- 
ing a strong tendency to link itself more 
closely with the principal exchanges of Europe. 
This tendency bha now been suddenty checked 
by M. Kekofftsaff, who inangurated his official 
activity by, rising the rate of discount, curtailing 
the eredit of private financial institutions, and 
abandoning u very important exchange operation 
which for nearly three years has been carried out 
by the Imperial State Bank: ‘The nature of this 
‘transaction muy be thus briefly described, 
Customers of the bank, importers and others 
enjoying foreign credit for a short specified 
term, were wont to deposit in the hank sums of 
forcign money. to receive in exchange Russian 
roubles ata certain rate, and to possess the right 
of paying back the number of roubles received 
and reclanming the foreizn taoney deposited, 
Por this accommodation the State Bank wis 
paid a moderate commission, and its enstomers 
were freod from the results of wild speculation 
by thus insuring a certain rate- of exchungo 
during the whole term of their eredit. Now 
that M. Kokodftseff has put an ond to this 
operation, Russian importors are obliged to 
apply "to ‘the market. with the results 
that) finuucial credit operations abroad, and, 
in particular, the. discounting of bills of 
exchange in foreign countries, will have to cease, 
that tho Russian rate of exchange will be still 
further raised, thut the home demand for monsy 
will he intensified, ‘and: thut Russian. credit 
abroad has been severely shuken. 

The raising of the rate of discount by one 
per cent. at # moment when the demand for 
money was perfectly normul came ax a surprise 
to all Russian banks and financiers. For it 
was not-warrauted by uny of the considerations 
which are usually deomed decisive. It would 
have been justified if the gold reserves in hand 
were ten times less than thoy are believed to be, 
‘so that 2 further issue of paper to the extent of, 
say, 100 million roubles would have exhausted 
them. No wonder, then, thot foreigners were 
alarmed, and contributed by their not wnreason- 
able fears to bring about tho pauic which did 
go much harm to Russian’s crodit. Ti the 
Finance Minister and his advisers havo such 
slender faith in Russia’s resources that they act 
as if x breakdown ‘were impending is it 
yeasonable to oxpect foreigners, whose money id 
at stake, to display greater confidence in Russia's 
solvency ? . ‘ 

Dieusures of this kind are certain, if persisted 
in, to bring ubout the financial and economic 


catastrophe which Russiw. is most anxious to | 


avoid during the present critical period of hor 
history.’ ‘The bills to be paid at the close of the 
campaign—financial and other—-will, in any and 
avery case, bo heavy, will cause tho feelings of 
dissatisfaction now pent up in the breasts of 
many to embody themselyys in forms, and 
to an oxtent which may sorely embarrass the 
authorities. But during the war 4 financial 
disaster would fhe fraught with terrible con- 
sequences, A mishap of this kind seems 
burely possible, if. we tuke into. secount 
the means of which the Tsar's Government, 
disposes, and it appears improbable, if we 
may judge hy the ease with which those resour- 
cos cun be hushanded. But the psychological 
factor has algo to be considered-and it is no easy 
matter to estimate it aright. The utmost ono 


can say is thata financial disaster may will be | 


averted by Wise and stutesmanlike measures, 

which ran directly counter to the polisy hitherto 

pursued by the new Finance Minister.
